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Continuation of 3.: Applicants' proposed amendments fundamentally change the claimed process limitations, in that the proposed 
claims require solvent to be added to the initial unreacted isocyanate as opposed to the residual isocyanate, remaining after initial 
reaction. Furthermore, applicants' claims have been construed as requiring the formation of a prepolymer from the residual isocyanate 
subsequent to the initial prepolymer formation; however, the proposed amendments appear to no longer mandate a subsequent 
prepolymer formation step. Therefore, these proposed changes set forth limitations that have not been previously considered. 
Furthermore, it is unclear what is precisely meant by "initial unreacted diphenylmethane diisocyanate monomer"; it is not clear that the 
language has adequate antecedent basis. 



Continuation of 1 1 .: The rejection set forth within paragraph 1 of the final Office action has been maintained, because the response 
is based largely upon amendments that will not be entered. Furthermore, it is not seen that the argued language within page 16 of the 
specification provides adequate support for the number average molecular weight limitation as it pertains to the polyols of claim 9. The 
prior art rejections have been maintained for the reasons previously set forth and in view of the fact that applicants' arguments are 
based upon amendments that will not be entered. Lastly, with respect to the 35 USC 103 rejection set forth within paragraphs 6-8 of 
the final Office action, the position is maintained that applicants' argued unexpected results are deficient for the reasons previously set 



forth. 
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
